New’ York, Dec. 26.—[Special.]—A suit 
to test the right of the President to dis¬ 
charge the negro soldiers of the Twen¬ 
ty-fifth Infantry because of the 
Brownsville raid, was begun to-day in 
the United States District Court in this 
city. The expectation is that through 
this suit the President's action will be 
put squarely up to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

It is said to be the first action of its 
kind ever brought. The suit is brought 
in the District Court under tho Tucker 
act. The act allows the United States to 
be made a defendant either in the 
United States District or Circuit Court, 
in the former, when the amount in¬ 
volved is $1,000 or k-ss and In the latter 
when It is more than $1,000 and not 
more than $10,000. 

Oscar W. Reid, who w*as a private In 
Company C and U a resident of this 
city, is the plaintiff In the action which 
Is brought to recover from the defend¬ 
ant, the United States, the sum of 
$122.26, which Reid contends is due hlin 
an pay since hls dismissal. Ho contends 
that the dismissal was illegal. 

The lawyers bringing the suit for 
Reid are Ward. Mellen & Woodbrldgc. 
of 32 Nassau street. In a statement giv¬ 
en out t«>-day regarding the suit. It is 
announced that the firm has been re¬ 
tained "by certain gentlemen in New* 
England who believe in the equal rights 
of all before the law and that every 
man Is entitled to hls day in court.* A 
copy of the complaint, as provided by 
the act under which the suit Is brought 
in the District Court. w*as served on the 
District Attorney and another copy 
sent by registered mall to the Attorney 
General In Washington. 

The Government has sixty days in 
which to answer. In such a case the ap¬ 
peal would lie direct from the District 
Court to the United States Supreme 
Court.

DEFENSE WILL 
FINISH TO-DAY 


Argument In Powers Case 
To Begin. 


To Discredit Robert’s Story 
About Marlin Rifle. 


State Will Make Strong Ef¬ 
fort On Rebuttal. 


FOURTEEN GIVE TESTIMONY. 


Georgetown, Ky., Dec. 26.—(Special.]— 
The defense In the case of Caleb 
Powers did not complete tho presenta¬ 
tion of Its evidence to-day, as was ex¬ 
pected. but announced Just before ad¬ 
journment of court that it will oloae 
to-morrow morning with the Interroga¬ 
tion of s>me half dozen witnesses. The 
rebuttal testimony of the Common¬ 
wealth will then be heard. About a 
dozen such witnesses arrived here to¬ 
day and to-nJght to go on the stand. 
This testimony Is expected to be com¬ 
pleted by adjourning hour Saturday. 
Special Judge Morris will then take 
Sunday for the preparation of hls In¬ 
structions to the Jury, and the argu¬ 
ment by counsel will be begun Monday 
morning next. The Judge U Inclined to 
limit the argument before the jury to 
etarht hours on a side. Tills Is not alto¬ 
gether satisfactory to the defense law¬ 
yers, and the limit may be placed at 
twelve hours to each side. This would 
allow three speeches of four hours 
ouch for th'e Commonwealth and the 
same for the defendant. 

The lawyers for the Commonwealth 
indicated Just before the adjournment 
this afternoon that they will try to 
show* that the wooden box In w’hlch the 
Miirlln rifle brought Into court by Grant 
L. Roberts, of Frankfort, as a part of 
bis testimony for the defendant, sev¬ 
eral days aj?o, was made by a carpenter 
In 1900, Lhe year of the Goebel assas¬ 
sination. 

Opportunity to ask Roberts concern¬ 
ing the box came to R. B. Franklin, 
the Common wealth’s Attorney, through 
the recall of the witness by attorneys 
for Powers. The recall was for the 
purpose of having Roberts state that 
before the third trial of Powers, he 
(Roberts) informed the Stale's attorney 
that he had information that the Mar¬ 
lin rifle was In the possession of Albert 
Helton, of Harlan county. Mr. Frank¬ 
lin asked Roberts If he did not know 
that he (Franklin) sent a man to see 
Helton, and if that messenger did not 
report that Helton was holding the gun 
for some big reward, and refused to 
turn it over to the messenger. Roberts 
answered that he had no such informa¬ 
tion in hls possession. The attorney 
then made inquiry of Roberts as to 
when and where he had the box made. 
The response was that it had been 
made* In January. 1907. at the Stagg 
distillery, near Frankfort, and taken 
from Frankfort to Knox county to re¬ 
ceive the gun to r shipment. 

• • • 

Roberts Makes Denial. 


Tho State's Attorney asked Roberts if 
It was not a fact that he had a box 
made in 1900, shortly after Goebel was 
killed, and that It mode by a man 
named Jcfhn Sheets, a carpenter of 
Frankfort, in a carpenter shop or shed 
hi the rear of the Agricultural building 
on the Slate Capitol grounds. Roberts 
answered most positively in the nega¬ 
tive. Sheets has been called here as a 
retbuttaJ witness. 

Fourteen witnesses went on the 
stand at to-day's session for the de¬ 
fendant. In addition, the testimony of 
two witnesses of former trials, now 
dead, was read to Che jury and the leg¬ 
islative act appropriating $100,000 to 
apprehend and punisCi the murderer or 
murderers of William Goebel was 
placed In evidence. The deposition of 
Mrs. Henry E. Youtsey. of Winchester, 
taken several years ago at a time when 
she was too 1H to appear in court, and 
accompanied by a physician's certifi¬ 
cate that she is physically unable to 
appear here at this time, was offered 
by counsel for Powers, but was object¬ 
ed to by the Common weal th and the 
objection to it sustained by the count.

He 
Identified a letter written to him by 
W\ S. Taylor on January 18, 1900. di¬ 
recting him to obey signals from Col¬ 
lier. the Adjutant General, and of Inter 
telegrams from Gen J Collier containing 
the code signal ’All right,” meaning 
that the soldiers should be taken to 
Frankfort. On cross-examination Col, 
Mengel said that his troops p.irtlelpart¬ 
ed in preventing the General Assembly 
from holding sessions tn the Capitol 
following the sh<*otlng.

When court met again at 2 o’clock 
Mrs. Lily Jones Bell, of Frankfort, who 
kept a boarding-house there In Janu¬ 
ary, 1900, testified that Jim Howard 
stopped there, and had no mustache. 
The testimony of MBs* Mattie Jonre*. 
now' deyeased, read at a former trial, 
was road to the Jury. 

Mrs. J. B. Mathews* of Srtnverwet. tes¬ 
tified to having heard Henry Brough¬ 
ton, a Commonwealth wttnpks, say that 
he could tell nothing that would in¬ 
criminate Powers, and that Powers was 
art Innocent as a child so far as he 
knew’. She mud the conversation took 
place In May, 1900. on a train between 
London and B&rtourvllle. 

R. C. Klnkead, of Louisville, next 
took the stand. He was engaged Irv de¬ 
fense of Pow<*rs several years ft go. and 
detailed a conversation had with Yout¬ 
sey before the latter’s arrest. Youtsey, 
he said, told him in that conversation 
that he hod never participated In any 
meeting In which the killing of Goebel, 
or the harming of anyvpe, was dis¬ 
cussed, A statement was drawn up 
and signed by Youtsey. He refused to 
swear to It. saying that It might get 
him Into trouble If he ever -should tell 
a different story. 

On another occasion. In the Loulsvll] • 
Jail, Mr. Klnkead said, be talked with 
Youtsey about the affidavit which he, 
Youtsey, later made to help Powers. 
Mr. Owens, w’ho cross-examined Yout¬ 
sey, had failed to properly lay the foun¬ 
dation for contradiction by Mr. Kln¬ 
kead of the declaration by Youtsey 
upon that occasion. The matter sought 
to be gotten before the Jury wa* to the 
effect Unit Youtsey was going to ac¬ 
cept the life sentence given him rather 
than take the chances of another trial 
and possibly be hanged, and that he 
didn’t think innocent men, referring to 
Powers and Howard, should be pun¬ 
ished.

Cross-examined, Poer blI i 
that the firm man he toM about being 
with Howard was Full French, of Win 
cheater. He told French this before 
Jim Howard was charged with the 
crime. He told French on a suggestion 
of the latter that he, P<.er. had better 
“locate” himself In Frankfort at tho 
time of the shooting In event of trou¬ 
ble.

FIXED AT $1.75 


Higher Saloon License Will 
Greatly Increase Revenue. 


Larger Appropriations For 
City Departments. 


Library and Tuberculosis 
Board Get More. 


FULL TEXT OF ORDINANCE. 


As a result of the passage of the or¬ 
dinance last night In the lower board of 
the General Council raising the saloon 
license to $500. which. It is estimated, 
will bring about $300,000 additional reve¬ 
nue to the city, a new tax levy ordi¬ 
nance was passed In the lower board, 
fixing the rate at $1.76 on the $100 worth 
of property. The ordinance paused in 
the tower board Monday afternoon, fix¬ 
ing the tax rate at $1.80, is now dead. 

There are several changes In the ap¬ 
portionment of the revenues. Owlrfg to 
the fact tfiat $300,000 of the fund de¬ 
rived from saloon license will be ap¬ 
plied to the Spiking Fund for the pay¬ 
ment of interests and bonds, the regular 
appropriation In the new ordinance Is 
reduced from twenty to seven and one- 
quarter cents, amounting to about $200.- 
000. The appropriation for parks is In¬ 
creased one-quarter of a cent, netting 
about $3,900. The fire department appro¬ 
priation Is Increased one-half a cent, as 
Is also the appropriation for the police 
department, making a total Increase for 
each department of $7,419.26. The appro¬ 
priation for street und sew’er cleaning is 
Increased one-half a cent, making $14,- 
838.52. The same Increase for street re¬ 
construction makes about $60,00'.). The 
appropriation for charitable Institutions 
Is Increased one-half a cent, giving 
$7,400. The same increase I* given the 
library appropriation, making $7,900. 
The appropriation for the Tuberculosis 
Hospital is Increased one-half a cent, 
making P.900.

Boise. Ida., Dec. 26 —Judge Wood, to¬ 
day, denied the motions filed by the 
defense, in the Pettibono trial , that q. 
verdict of acquittal be advised by the 
court.

Hls cries were heard by Walter Brown, 
another colored porter, who was clean¬ 
ing up on the second floor. In hla ef¬ 
fort to get out of tho building Brown 
was nearly suffocated with smoke, but 
maanged.ti find hls way out- H. C. 
Price, the nlghtwatchinan, turned In 
the alarm. Chief Tyson wus one of 
the first to reach the scene, and turned 
in the second Alarm. Many lines of 
hose were spread to tho floor where th* 
fire originated and by 8 o'clock the 
was under control and at 9:08 o’clock 
tho Are was run out. - ' 

The third floor I* oOCUpl^ by*" the 
offices of N. B. Beattie, J. J. Douglas, 
the Salvation Army headquarters, the 
Turner Lumber Company offices and 
Ferdinand G. Walker. There were also 
a number of vacant epoms on the floor. 
All of those seen last night wild It 
would be Impossible to give on estimate 
of their loss until an investigation Is 
made.

Walter Kohn, the son of Aaron Kohn, 
entered the building to hls father’s desk 
und removed all of hto valuable papers.

Mystery Surrounds Murder 
Near Newark. 


Passersby See Feet Protrud- 
» ing From Ice. 


Unknown Man Seen Just 
Before the Crime. 


VICTIM YET UNIDENTIFIED. 


Newark. N. J.. Dec. 36.—A murder, 
combining* the elements of mystery and 
deliberate cruelty that take It out of 
the ordinary, waa committed on the 
Hackensack Meadows In the town of 
Harrison early to-day, and the nude 
body of the victim, a comely woman of 
perhAps thirty years, was found, nearly 
submerged In tho Icy waters of a little 
pond.

In his arm he carried a bundle, which 
h/> had not before. In build he was 
short and thick set." Coogan could not 
give a better description of the man.

Victim Strangled. 


Life had been extinct, the Coroner 
said, about twelve hours, wheel the 
body was found this afternoon. A 
mark on tho neck indicated that 
strangulation was the manner of death. 
Scratches on tho leg and trunk and 
pieces of cinder forced into the flesh 
showed that the body hnd been 
dragged along a cinder path which out¬ 
skirts the pond. Along the path the 
police picked up a white silk waist, 
gashed up the back, a skirt and a pair 
of silk garters.

Thomp¬ 
son said that he found the furpleces 
near the cinder path this morning The 
poMce found on the boat dishes enough 
for three diners. There were three 
plates, three saucers, and so on. The 
men. however, said that th^Y J* 11 ** no 
visitor on the Idle Hour Both were 
arrested ns suspicious characters. The 
police said to-night that they had prac¬ 
tically nothing against the prisoners, 
but would detain them until further 
inquiry could be made.

He went to Elizabeth after coming to 
this country from England and was 
employed as a molder until three weeks 
ngo. when he came to this city. J l 
was understood at the time that he 
contemplated purchasing a boat.

AN APPARENTLY DISABLED 
NEGRO BECOMES FOOTPAD. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., Dec. 28.—The 
Tradesman gives the following indus¬ 
trial summary of the South for the year 
1907: 

"During the year 1907 the Industrial 
development of the South has been eub- 
Jeoted to more of untoward conditions 
calculated to retard ami discourage In¬ 
vestments in industrial enterprise's, 
perhaps, than has heretofore existed 
since the reconstruction era, and yet 
the record shows an advance ovpr all 
others in its history. There has been 
more or j es s of polltfcai agitation and 
legldatlon 'aimed at corporations and 
railroads In practically all of tho South- i 
ern States, that caused the suspension! 
of a great deal of railway construction* 
work which would have distributed 
hundreds of millions of dollars In addi¬ 
tion to what was actually paid by these 
6 ofporationti for that class of improve¬ 
ments In the South, and still the pace 
that hud been set fin* Southern Indus¬ 
trial development was maintained 
throughout the year, breaking all pre¬ 
vious records.

Closing Quarter Shows Gain. 

• • • 

"And then the closing quarter was 
subjected to a financial panic that tied 
up finances ami caused such apprehen¬ 
sion in industrial circles as would nat¬ 
urally be expected to create a lessen¬ 
ing of investments in that field, and 
yet even that quarter showed a slight 
gain over the corresponding quarter of 
last year in the establishing of new in¬ 
dustries in the South. 

"It will thus be seen that neither 
politics! nor panics oould stop the in¬ 
dustrial growth of the South during 
the year 1907. na the total number of 
new industries established during that 
period, as reported to the Tradesman, 
was 6.483. as against 6.411 for the year 
ll« 06 . which, up to that time, was the 
bunner year in the South’s history in 
the establishing of new* Industries. 

"The character of these industries 
embraces all lines of manufacturing 
enterprises, in which woodworking 
plants predominate, but showing the 
widest possible diversification.

BE PUT TO DEATH 


Lexington, Ky.. Dec. 26.—[Special.]—

Settled by the eon* and daughters of 
the Revolution, although not admitted a* 
a State urntifl some years after the sur¬ 
render at Yorktown had set t'ho seal upon 
the independence of the Republic. Ken¬ 
tucky played no unimportant jxirt in the 
early history of the rauton. Her hardy 
pioneers won and defended the North¬ 
west. luer blood dyed the water* of the 
Rakca tbe Maumee and the Thames, and 
•when Lit* scene of conflict was trans¬ 
ferred to the SoutbfW*v»t. Kentucky vet¬ 
erans manned the breastworks ua Now 
Orleans and Kentucky rifles decimated tho 
ranks of tihs Peninsular heroes who had 
sojrmed the raiamrt* of Badujox and 
gwwpt t!he heights of Victoria. In Uuer 
years clwy marcikcd aide by side with Lb© 
ItoWer of tho i*juth*-m ohivairv. wrested 
victory from a gallon* foe on tfbe plains 
of FUierm Vista and the fastrersw of 
Chrmbusoo and Oontrwaa And later 
mill, during Lbu.t awful nightmare of 
blood and gloom, in the mortal agony of 
tiwt doe.Derate conflict. When fields were 
devastated and home* were ruined, when 
the best and bravest were stretched upon 
the bier and In every homestead and ham¬ 
let Radhel wept for her children and re¬ 
fused &> be comforted. Kentuckians in 
thouoand* mingled their blood with 
bleed of tlie lost cause on mmnv a gory 
field. Thus allied by community of blood 
and community of ul*«U*. bv kindred tru- 
dUilon* and kindred associations, we feel 
'that in accepting the invitation «»f Ken¬ 
tucky. you come to the firesides of your 
kindred when you cross the ifhrewholds <>f 
TOUT friends. 

To a community of origin, of dangers 
and of triumphs, there is added a commu¬ 
nity of interest, material, industrial and 
educational. With on area of 775.000 square 
miles, and a population of nearly 19.000.- 
000 , posseting large diversity of climate 
and soil, the pTOducttcm of the Southern 
St-vtos embraces all the varieties of the 
temperate and subtropical regions of rbo 
Western continent. Their corn and wheat 
crops fall below the colossal scale of tho 
great oereai-produdng States of tho 
Northwest, but In cotton and sugarcane, 
they hold the field in the Finite! States. 
The cotton fields of the South control the 
cotton markets of the world. Egypt, In¬ 
deed, rival* the Sen Island cotton of the 
Carolina*. India produces cotton on a 
large pcale. the paaslblttUoe* of the l.in 
and of Nigeria are great, but the South 
holds a monopoly and the million* of 
spindles of Manchester and Fall River 
apd Germany are com rolled by the cotton 
fields of South Cvditvx Georgs, Alaba¬ 
ma.

NOTED CHICAGO PHYSICIAN 
SUFFERED FROM TETANUS. 


AUTHORITY ON DISEASE HE 
KNEW ATTACK WAS FATAL. 


BROTHER DOCTORS AFFECTED. 


Chicago, Dec. 26.—Dr. Joseph Pens- 
den. a eclenttot occupying one of the 
foremost positions with a large packing 
firm, died to-night of lockjaw. 
Last night he indicated by atgns to 
physician* ait his Fide in the Chicago 
Baptist Hospital that he realized that 
the attack of lockjaw from which he 
was suffering would prove fatal and beg¬ 
ged them to end his fate with a drug. 

Tiie surgeon* about him, inured as 
they were to the sufferings of others, 
hesitated before the dumb appeal ct 
this man of science, probably more 
skilled In the effects of the disease 
which had seized him than any other 
man in this country*, and then turned 
away for fear that they might grant 
hi* wish. Before the verdict of the dy¬ 
ing man on his own life they were 
silenced, for there could have been no 
higher authority than hla opinion. 

When he found that the law. written 
and unwritten, would not permit hi* 
fellows to end his sufferings. Dr. Peas- 
den resigned himself to the care ot the 
nurses. He heard hi* physicians say 
that if he lived another day there was 
hope for him. He shook his head. They 
pretended not to notice and leffc him in 
the charge of the nurses, with sooth¬ 
ing lotion* to quiet his pain. 

On Christmas eve. while arranging 
a Christmas tree for his children in 
his home. Dr. Peasden was suddenly 
stricken with acute lockjaw. The in¬ 
jury which brought on tetanus wn* a 
compound fracture of tho nose, sus¬ 
tained a week ago. Dr. Peasden was 
going through a dark passageway lead¬ 
ing from his laboratory to another part 
of the establishment when he fell down 
a short flight of stair* and struck hi* 
nose on a board. The hurt caused an 
abrasion of the skin and the germs of 
tetanus Infected It.

The uneducated farmer and artisan 
must he relegated ri* fossils to the mu¬ 
seum of antiquities Illustrative of the past 
The era of the primitive plow will with 
the reaping hook and flail, the spinning 
wheel and the hand-loom, be remembered 
ns exponents of an Industrial age long 
since passed away The old method of 
steel manufacture is replaced by that or 
the Bessemer process, by which t»m« of 
steel are produced with more rapidity 
and less expense than pounds were made 
before. Atlantic liners of 40.000 tons, pro¬ 
pelled by engines of 25.000 horse-power, 
making twenty-five knots per hour, have 
superseded the sailing vessel of 600 tons 
and a maximum speed of six knots. Tie- 
railway train luv* displaced the stage 
coach and covers 600 miles a day. Instead 
of forty. Steam and electricity have 
wrought marvels In production and trans¬ 
portation, but all these owe their discov¬ 
ery anil utility to the Inventive genius and 
educated brain, to the Wattses and Ste¬ 
phensons and Morses and Edisons, who 
nave subordinated them to human uses 
and human coinforts. To-day educated 
men and women lead in invention, in dis¬ 
covery. in controlling the powers *of na¬ 
ture and In making them obedient to do 
the work of millions. We plow harvest, 
thresh and market the products of the 
field by machinery. By machinery we 
mine and smelt the ore. transform It into 
steel, convert It into dwellings and loco¬ 
motives and bridges and battleships. Into 
agricultural implements and artillery, into 
Instruments of peaceful production and 
Into engine* of destruction The chemist 
and the physicist, patiently Investigating 
the properties of matter, reveal the se¬ 
crets or nature and apply their discov¬ 
eries to the alleviation of pain, tho fer¬ 
tilization of our fields, the improvement of 
our cattle and sheep and horses, tho elim¬ 
ination of epidemics and make possible 
the triumphs of antiseptic surgery Even 
subjects of inquiry and Investigation ap¬ 
parently the most remote from human 
life are made subservient to human uses. 
The astronomer with his telescope, the 
chemist with his crucible and the physicist 
with his spectroscope, discover and apply 
an infallible standard of measurement ap¬ 
plicable alike to the yard of calico which 
the housewife buy9 for domestic purposes 
and to the sounding line which fathoms 
the depths of immensity. The chemist, 
experimenting with coal tar, discovers 
factitious compounds which alleviate hu¬ 
man suffering and yield coloring matter 
which rivals the most brilliant hues of 
bird and flower

The in- 
ferfcw* elements of foreign Immigration 
which have come to Amorim for the last 
century lutve preferred the Northern. 
Middle and Western States to the South.

Tlvlr 
ancestor* had been fighting the battles of 
freed*-ni since Magna (Tuartrt nnd had by 
n steady pnv<#« of evohit./»n wrought out 
the prdbfems of the rights of rmin, the 
roj.utlun of tb** governing to the governed 
and the correla Hon of ifbotny to author¬ 
ity, long before the tett'.vitv.nt at James¬ 
town, Umg before the Pilgrims landed at 
Plymouth Rock.

During hla absence his 
place was taken by Pilot Lyman Bra- 
shear....One of the greatest channel- 
making undertakings in the history of 
American river improvement will b* 
brought nearly to completion this week, 
when the Jetties at the mouth of the 
southwest pass of the Mississippi river 
are finished. These Jetties, after some 
dredging between them Is completed, will 

f ive the South one of the deepest harbors 
n the world by opening to the largest 
steamship* afloat the 100 and 200 -root 
depths of the low’er Mississippi river. The 
harbor has navigable water connection 
with at least a doxon States bordering 
the Mississippi and Its tributaries—the 
Ohio. Missouri. Arkansas and Red river*. 
About $6,000,000 is being spent on this 
improvement by the United States Gov¬ 
ernment. The new Jetties were begun 
four years ago. They arc on a laiger 
srnle and more substantial than the ra. 
moua Jetties at the Mississippi's south 
puss, which for over thirty years httfc been 
the river's commercial entrance. They 
are nearly parallel avails, one about three 
and the other aI»out four miles long, ly¬ 
ing over half a mile apart and built in 
the shoAl water at the Juncture of the 
pass with the Gulf of Mexico. Their pur¬ 
pose I* to confine and thus accelerate the 
river’s current across a mud bar al>out 
three miles broad, so as to produce a 
channel at least 1,000 feet wide, with a 
minimum depth of thirty-five feet. The 
swift current which they have produced, 
aided by dredging, even before their 
completion. has caused a tremendous 
scour and lias already made fifty to 
eighty-five f«M»t of water In some place* 
where, at the beginning of the work, the 
depth was little over a man's head. Prob¬ 
ably few' walls have been constructed un¬ 
der greater difficulties. They are made 
of willow, scuntllng. stone and concrete. 
Although In some places they are not eix 
feet deep, and al though their greatest 
depth Is barely fifteen feet. th«*v havo 
cost $2,700,000. All material entering 
Into their construction has been brought 
from distance* of 100 to 800 mile*. The 
jetties have no foundation, but roly for 
stability upon their extremely broad 
bases, being from 100 to 150 feet wide at 
the iKJttom. In contrast to this great 
width of bace the concrete capping which 
forms the top of the Jetties, and which 
Is the work receiving its finishing touches 
this week, is but a few feet wide. The 
submerged structure supporting this mass 
of concrete is made almost entirely of 
willow poles and brush. With the aid of 
framo works of scantling the willows 
were formed Into so-called mattress*^. 
The Mississippi* has done some very In¬ 
teresting work, in addition to scouring 
out a channel, for It has made the mat¬ 
tresses practically Indestructible to any 
normal agency of nature in this region 
by burying them under hundred# of tons 
or mud. These deposits follow closely 
the contour of the Jetties, in conjunction 
with which they form new banks of the 
river. The only change likely to occur 
in the Jetties Is their gradual sinking, un¬ 
til in time the concrete capping entirely 
disappears. This sinking already has or. 
curred to the Jetties at south pass. In 
the course of many years a new bar may 
form by silt deposits In the gullf In the 
now deep water beyond the mouth of the 
Jetties, and then the remedy will be the 
extension of the jetties a short distance 
further.

“Too Late.” 

Says the Philadelphia Record: 

••Good taste. If nothing else, requires 
that tho Democratic leaders who have 
only led the party to defeat should go 
away bock and «lt down and give some 
new men a chance. In tho middle of 
next month Mayor Tom L Johnson, of 
Cleveland. Is going to tell tho people of 
New York. *why Bryan must be nominat¬ 
ed.* This Is magnamlmous of Mr. Johnson, 
but the party would like to succeed once 
more. Mr. Bryan's record needs only a 
reference. When Mr. Johnson was running 
for Governor of Ohio he got the gentleman 
from Nebraska to stump the State for 
him, and he was the worst beaten man 
who ever ran for the office. In tho recent 
Kentucky campaign Mr. Bryan stumped 
the State for the Democratic candidate, 
and for the first time In ten years the Re¬ 
publican candidate was elected. Three 
years ago Judge Parker was defeated, and 
he Is not now engaged In telling the party 
what It must do, and still less Is ho so¬ 
liciting another nomination. Mr. Bryan 
and Mr. Johnson would do well to follow

Mr. Bryan and Mr. Johnson will an¬ 
swer this by saying that tho defeats to 
which the Record refers were procured 
by Democratic disaffection promoted 
by dough-faces and traitors masquerad¬ 
ing as Democratic leaders and organs.

Another Russian Trial. 

In addition to the list of members of 
the Russian Douma recently published 
who have been sentenced to Imprison¬ 
ment or Siberian exile, the trial of 160 
members of the first Douma who signed 
the Vlborg manifesto, about eighteen 
months ago, calling upon the citizens 
of Russia to stand up for their rights 
to popular representation, began In St. 
Petersburg a few days since. The ac¬ 
cused are charged with high treason In 
the promulgation of an appeal to the 
people, calling upon them to refuse to 
pay taxes or serve tn the army. This 
step was taken against them by the 
Imperial Government notwithstanding 
that the Douma was called by proc¬ 
lamation of the Czar on the 30th of 
October. 1905, in which. If not specifical¬ 
ly pledging himself to the granting of 
constitutional rights to the people, he 
inspired them with the expectation of 
enjoying the rights of froe speech and a 
voloe In the legislation of the country. 

The result of the trial Is not regard¬ 
ed as Involved In doubt, a verdict of 
guilty being quite a foregone conclu¬ 
sion, inasmuch as the facts charged 
are established by the text of the man¬ 
ifesto. It Is not, however, anticipated, 
that the penalty vvlll be as severe os- 
in the cases recently decided. The ma¬ 
jority of the accused. It Is said, have 
abandoned nil hope of acquittal, but 
are looking forward to a light sentence, 
as a year's Imprisonment or some sim¬ 
ilar jnlnish ment. Among those ar¬ 
raigned are some of the most prom¬ 
inent members of the Lower House. In¬ 
cluding Its Speaker. Prof. Serge Mou- 
r.misL&off, M. Petrunklvltch and many 
othor Liberal leaders. Seven of the 
moHt^ prominent lawyers of Russia, 
headed by Massill MoklakofT, the lead¬ 
er of the Constitutional Democrats In 


the second Douma, and M. Tslenko, 
are attorneys for tho defense. 

The result of this trial, w-hether the 
punishment Inflicted be severe or slight, 
will be an additional warning to the 
Russian people that tho Czar will tol¬ 
erate no attempt on their part to in¬ 
fringe upon his hereditary rights as the 
autocratic ruler of tho empire. To that 
extent It will be the practical retrac¬ 
tion of his October manifesto, which 
lured the people Into submission 
through Its distinct promise of reform 
and progress In the direction of the 
representative and constitutional ele¬ 
ments of citizenship. It remains to be 
seen if the spirit of liberty, which at 
one time seemed to Inspire the revolu¬ 
tionists and was quieted by such ap¬ 
parently sincere pledges, will be cowed 
again into abject submission until they 
I can begin again, after the persecution 
becomes too severe for further acqul- 
esence, or meet the issue now squarely 
without counting the odds. The les¬ 
sons of the past indicate that the for¬ 
mer course will most probably be pur¬ 
sued and a revolution be postponed un¬ 
til the autocratic spirit of the nobles be¬ 
comes so violent and proscriptive as to 
cause the people In their desperation to 
disregard the odds against them and 
bring on another of those periodical re¬ 
volts which either result la the assassi¬ 
nation of a Czar or in his acqulesence 
in their de mands. __ 

The Coming General Assembly. 

From one of the wisest and most ex¬ 
perienced of our public men. and we 
might add onfe of the oldest and most 
disinterested of Demg?rats, the Editor 
of the Courier-Journal hoe received the 
following thoughtful ani suggestive 
letter: 

It being settled that the Democrats wilt 
be In control of the next General Assem¬ 
bly, what should be our general policy 
and what legislation looking toward the 
uplifting of Kentucky? 

Whatever may b«* tho controlling 
causes, we must all frankly admit that 
our State, compared with the other 
States of the Union, has for years stead¬ 
ily declined In rank. Though our people, 
us a whole, have mode progress. It luis 
not been as great as It should have boon, 
nor proportionately as great ns other 
Suite*, which are by nature less favored 
and which have even had greater bur¬ 
dens to carry. 

I think that the illiteracy of Kentucky 
is certainly ono of the great contributing 
causes to our present condition. As 
shown by tho last censu*. In the descend¬ 
ing scale of Illiteracy and on the basis 
of the whole population. Kentucky is 
37; on the basis of the white population— 
the Kentucky darkey being better edu¬ 
cated than other darkeys—Kentucky is 
42; eliminating the foreigner, and on the 
basis of native white population, Ken¬ 
tucky is 43; on the basis of the native 
whito voter of native white parentage. 
Kentucky Is 49. leaving only the Tar 
Heels of North Carolina, the Creoles of 
Louisiana and the Greasers /of New Mex¬ 
ico lower than we. 

We have no State college or university 
worthy of tho name. We have had no 
normal schools to teach teachers the art 
of teaching. Two were opened only lust 
year. Even Frederick the Great estab¬ 
lished normal schools in Germany In 1767. 
They were established in France In the 
early part of the last century: they were 
opened for whites In Kentucky In 1907. 

The buildings and tlys equipment of 
theso schools and the State College at 
Lexington are wholly Inadequate. 

AH the members of the committee ap¬ 
pointed by the two normal schools and 
State College to examine these schools, 
with a view of determining their needs, 
tell the same sad story. The buildings 
for instruction and dormitory In all these 
schools are wholly Inadequate; neither of 
the normal schtxds has tiny equipment 
worthy of the name, and the State Col¬ 
lege a very Inadequate one. Indeed, the 
State College at Lexington cannot com¬ 
pare with Berea College. The boys In 
some Instances are compelled to bunk one 
above tho other, five in a room. 

Kentucky Is among the last of the 
Staten to astahlish a State college or to 
establish normal schools. The last cen¬ 
sus shows that In some of our counties 
one-third of the native white population 
Is Illiterate. This Illiteracy Is not con¬ 
fined to the mountains. It has retarded 
the growth of our State and bus affected 
greatly tho productiveness of our people. 

Knowing the love which you feel for 
Kentucky and the great interest which 
you feel In her people and the tremendous 
power which you personally, and your 
paper, wield In the State, I write you this 
letter, hoping that you will take the lead 
in originating and advocating proper laws 
looking to the advancement of Kentucky 
along educational and all other lines, to 
the end that Kentucky be ‘restored to her 
proper rank. 

In recent years men — and sometimes 
small men—(ind not measures, have at¬ 
tracted the public thought and attention 
of our people to the neglect of move¬ 
ments and policies of real concern to all 
our people. 

I havo been a reader and friend of the 
Courier-Journal since childhood. I hope 
I am not tresjmaslng upon your time in 
thus writing you. I invite your advice. 

No true Kentuckian can rend these 
truthful and thoughtful words with¬ 
out being deeply Impressed^ We have 
indeed of late yeans strayed far afield, 
both in statesmanship and patriotic 
duty, to get down Into the mire of em¬ 
bittered. self-seeking partisan politics. 
Of present leaders none seems to be in¬ 
spired by the high purpose breathed In 
the foregoing line*. The first step, 
therefore, toward a realization of their 
pit‘h and moment, is to get away from 
rank partyism and shallow political 
sophistry, and to raise the standards of 
aspiring and courageous manhood, not 
afraid to call Its soul Us own. Ma¬ 
chine politics has nearly wrecked tia. 
We must begin the work of recovery 
by putting measures first and men sec¬ 
ond, keeping Kentucky, her real honor 
arul glory, ever in the ascendant. 

The Courier-Journal responds hearti¬ 
ly to the Invocation of the writer. It 
will do its part toward the needful re¬ 
generation. Having no party stand¬ 
ing. nor desiring any—neither friends 
to reward, r.or enemies to pun Isa—it Is 
foot-loose and fancy free to support 
Whatever will tend to correct evils 
which are conceded as manifest. 

For more than a decade we have not 
beard In our General Assembly any 
adequate discussion of our high mate¬ 
rial wants. Interests and conditions, it 
Is full time that we had. When the Re¬ 
publicans WIU do with their opportunl. 
ty remains to be seen. What the Demo¬ 
crats ought to do Is plain enough; get 
out of the 'trough of the shoreless sea 
of rant and cant and back upon the 
solid elevated and firm ground c/f po¬ 
litical conviction, allying tradition with 
progress, but never forgetting tl;e 


homely, homespun teachings to whl h 
we owe our being as a people and as a 
State. 


A Wise Policy. 

The statement given to the At^o.-l- 
ated Press correspondent In Toklo by 
the Canadian Minister of Labor, who Is 
In the Japanese capital to arrange a 
settlement of the Immigration contro¬ 
versy between his Govornmeivt and the 
Mikado's, Is cautious and even non¬ 
committal, yet significant. It strength¬ 
ens a general belief that tho subject 
which has caused some friction—al¬ 
though never sufficient fr1c<lon to 
justify talk of war—between the 
Japanese Government and the Gov¬ 
ernments of the United States 
and Canada will be soon ad¬ 
justed amicably and with complete sat¬ 
isfaction for all sides, and that the so¬ 
lution will httng largely upon Japan's 
initiative in controlling her own emi¬ 
grants. Instead of tlhe American coun¬ 
tries barring Japanese immigrants, Ja¬ 
pan will keep them from coming. That 
appears to be the programme, and by it 
the regulation of the matter will bo 
the act of 'the home Governmeht and 
the foreign Governments will escape 
the Attitude of shutting out the natives 
of a friendly Power. While the effect 
will be tho same, the moans of ac¬ 
complishing It will be polite. “Chil¬ 
dren.” Japan will say to her little boy*. 
'Ill not let you play with those Ameri¬ 
can boya." The little American boys 
will not have occasion to seem rude, 
under the circumstances, by Inviting 
the little Japanese neighbors to stay 
at home. 

The objection of the United States 
and Canada Do the Inflow of Japanese 
laborers aside. It would appear to bo 
a wise policy on the part of Japan to 
divert her emigrants from America to 
territory near her own doors, especial¬ 
ly to territory under her own sovereign¬ 
ty. The Japanese have aptly been 
called “the Yankees of the East." They 
are enterprising, progTesrfve and ag¬ 
gressive. They are thi» one people in 
the Far East with the modem spirit, 
tho modern pluck and the modern de- 
•tonmdnation to “get there.” All abojit 
them Is territory crying for develop¬ 
ment. Korea, recently fallen under 
Japanese sway, needs the leaven or 
modernity. The energetic Japanese 
could bo used to ad vantage In ex¬ 
ploiting the resources and * possibili¬ 
ties of that kingdom. Formosa and 
Sakhallen are other territories under 
Japanese dominion which might yield i 
wealth to the Japanese laborers. And 
right across a narrow rea is China— 
crowded, perhaps, but backward, slug¬ 
gish. undeveloped. Such territory offers 
the Japanese laborer greater returns 
than do the United States and Canada 
It is still to be developed and th-. va¬ 
rious peoples are la medal harmony; 
over here, while the countries are com¬ 
paratively young, the course of de>e!- 
opmeni Is so far advanced that little 
Is left for the Japanese, fio the wise 
policy for Japan h* to fiend her emi¬ 
grants to the rich lands near her own 
doors and under her own control. Let 
her address herself to the task of ad¬ 
vancing the material Interests of her 
part of the world.

The Increase of Heart Disease. 

Tho mortality statistics of New York 
and Chicago for 1967 show a startling 
increase In th© number of deaths from 
heart disease. The increase In the 
number of deaths In Manhattan and th©

over th© same j>ertod of 1906 was 1.246, 
or more than 27 per cent. Th© total 
number of deaths from the some cause 
In Chicago was 2.497. an Increase of 
10.6 per cent, over 1906. The physicians 
of both cities show a striking unanim¬ 
ity In their explanations of the ex¬ 
hibit. Dr. Thomna Darlington, Com¬ 
missioner of Health of New York, says 
the Increase Is due to the strain and 
stress of modern life, and he is certain 
the recent financial flurry has some* 
thing to do with It. But "long hours, 
nerve tension; lack of outdoor exercise, 
neglect of recreation and amurement, 
constant hurry and effort," he declares 
must all be considered when one 
searches for the cause of the growth 
of heart disease.

BBOWNSON RESIGNATION RE¬ 
OPENS CONTROVERSY. 


SECRETARY METCALF DECLINES 
TO DISCUSS ISSUES. 


NO DEVELOPMENTS REPORTED 


Washington, Dec. 26.—Now that the 
legality of the President’s proposed ac¬ 
tion In the mailer of ussignung a staff 
officer in the person of Surgeon Stoke* 
to command thcNyhnspital ship Relief 
has been called in question, it la prop¬ 
er to state that the reliance of the 1 n 
officers is upon a provision in Section 
7 of the naval personnel act, March 
3. 1899. That section, among other 
things, was designed to clear up doubt 
that existed as to the right of a staff 
officer to assume the title of a line offi¬ 
cer of a corresponding grade In the 
matter of pay and emoluments and 
length of service. 

Up to that date staff officers had en¬ 
joyed what was called "relative rank,” 
with whfich they were not satisfied, sj 
in Section 7 the word “relative” was 
struck out, so that all sections of the 
•revised stafTites which, in defin¬ 
ing the rank of officers' potions m 
the navy, contained the words the 
“relative rank” were amended so a** to 
read ”the rank of.” To this provision 
the following important qualification 
n as a 11 m had: 

“But officers whose rank is so defined 
shall not be entitled In virtue of their 
rank to oftmmand in the line or In other 
staff carps," 

Line officers understand this to n\ein 
that no surgeon or engineer (if there 
shall ever be again commissioned en- 
gimoerw) or paymaster or constructor 
shall fte placed in a position on board 
ship where he may command the move¬ 
ments and actions of any person n;t of 
his own staff corps. 

The staff officers, 0or thulr part, hold 
that this a<*t does not in any sens* 
abridge any privilege or rank formerly 
enjoyed by a staff officer and a careful 
perusal of the act appears to Justify 
the statement that this provision is 
open to controversy. 

There were no developments to-day In 
the controversy, owing to the absence 
from Washington of the President. 

Admiral Hrownson relinquished his 
pOOfctgon as Oilef of th*> Bureau of Nav¬ 
igation yesterday and tihe duties of that 
office were to-day discharged by Com¬ 
mander Cameron McRae Winslow, tin* 
assistant chief of the bureau. Com¬ 
mander Window was not designated or 
appointed chief of ‘the bureau as the re¬ 
sult of recent events, but signed all of 
hl« mall as “acting chief."

As this whole controversy threatens 
to occupy the attention of the public 
for some time to come and perhaps to 
figure to some extent In the proceed¬ 
ing# of Congress.

Thus, the engineer when of the 
staff, looks closely after the machinery 
and starts and stops it when called 
upon to do so by the line officer; he has 
nothing to say as to where the ship 
shall go or at what speed or when It 
shall move. Likewise the surgeons 
aboard ship look after the health of the 
crew In time of peace and heal their 
wounds in time of war, but they havo 
nothing to do with the movement* of 
the ships to which they are attached, 
and the same rule applies to tho pay¬ 
master and to the constructor w*ho 
builds the ship navigated by the line 
officer.

REPORTS FILED AT CALL OF 
STATE DEPARTMENT. 


NEW YORK BANKS IN FIRST 
CLASS CONDITION. 


CASH RESERVES HELD HIGH. 


New York. Dec. 26.—Under call of the 
State Banking Department for reports 
of condition on December 19, twenty- 
one trust companies and twenty-nine 
State bunks of Greater New York have 
filed their formal statements. While 
the effects of the recent storm are 
plainly evident, ©specially in regard to 
those* few Instructions against whom 
the attack seemed most direct, the 
statements as a whole bear testimony 
of quick recovery generally made and 
the unwavering confidence of the gr**U 
body of depositors. 

Tho reports also show that certain 
of the State banks of New* York City 
did their share toward relieving the 
financial situation in other cities. They 
accompli*tir'd this by accepting from 
the local national banks a large quan¬ 
tity of clearing-house certificates, leav¬ 
ing the national banks ;n position to 
employ their ouah In relief «»f customers 
and corre«H>ndents in the Interior. The 
twenty State banks of New York. Brook¬ 
lyn and the other boroughs of Greater 
Strw York, which have ho tor reported, 
show aggregate deposits of $226,000,000. 

Of this enormous sum the net loss 
in withdrawals since August 22 last 
amounted to only $3,056,117. The losses 
were distributed among eighteen of th^ 
banks, with total withdrawals of $13.- 
025,761, while eleven banks showed an 
aggregate gain of $10,869,644. 

• • • 

Big Cash Reserves. 


Allowing for all withdrawals and the 
purchase of clearing-house certificates, 
which are now held as collateral, tho 
State banks indicated their prosperous 
condition by maintaining cash reserves 
in some Instances far In excess of the 
15 per cent, required by State laws. 
One of the forge holders of the cer¬ 
tificates show a reserve of 24 per cent. 

Only one State bank took ad%*antage 
of its membership in the Clearing-house 
Association to Issue cettificates which 
are now outstanding as a liability Item 
of $520,000. Nino of the Slate banks 
hold clearing-house certificates *to the 
extent of $7,100,000. Loans and dis¬ 
counts show a decrease In the state¬ 
ments of nineteen of the banks w'hlle 
the value of stocks, bonds, mortgages, 
etc., as an Item of resource, also show 
a general shrinkage. A majority of the 
brinks show an increase of cash on 
h^nd. 

The official statements of the trust 
companies of Greater New York are 
perhaps fraught with the greatest in¬ 
terest. These institution* w’ere forced 
to bear the brunt of the financial 
storm which broke with the suspension 
of the Knickerbocker Trust Company. 
The twenty-one erjmpanles which have 
thus far reported Show a falling off of 
deposit* of from $278,056,300, on August 
22 last, to $190,256,500 on December 19. 
The loss of deposits was accompanied 
by the calling In of Ufa ns, the reduction 
In the latter instance amounting to 178,- 
000.000. The market values of stocks, 
etc,, show a decline of about $20,000,000. 
In specie the twenty-one trust com¬ 
panies show a loss of less than $2,000,000, 
while In legal tender and bank notes, 
held as reserve, they show an increare 
of nearly $1,000,000. The trust com¬ 
panies all wore put to a severe test, 
but their business affairs, according tt> 
the reports now submitted, have been 
so adjusted that many of the officers 
claim they ore in a better position to¬ 
day than ever before.

Sallie McClelland, By Hindoo-Red 
and Blue, Passes Away Near Lex¬ 
ington. 

Lexington, Ky., Dec. 26 .—[Special.]—The 
famous thoroughbred mire, Seville McClel¬ 
land. Is dead at thfr Klrklivington Stock 
Fferin of Elliott C. Cowden. near this city. 
She was the propi-rty of Mrs. Byron Mc- 
Clellnnd, and ms the only one of the race 
horses which belonged to the famous turf¬ 
man, Byron McClelland, whlcth his wife 
retained when he died several years ago. 
The mare was ret-.uined for senUment.il 
reasons, a® she was named for Mrs Mc¬

In the 
stud she produced Sullfe of Navarre, dam 
of S.ilvldore, the champion two-year-oil 
of 11**;. and conqueror or BUIott this sea- 
s^fn Sallie of Navarre was tb* product 
of the rn.itIng of tlve two greatest r*u» 
horses Byron McClelland ever owned— 
Sallie McClelland and Henry of Navarre. 

Sallie McClelland Also pn>duc**d the 
great race more Audience and of that fa¬ 
mous counterfeit His Lordship. Audience, 
which wus foaled In l9oi, vr.\s mllle Me- 
CleBand's la*t f»»ol. but she was bred this 
year to Irnp.

Served Yesterday On Magis¬ 
trate Frank Holfman. 

CHARGED WITH CONVERTING 
MONEY AND PERJURY. 


DEFENDANT SAYS “SPITE WORK 
OF COUNTY ATTORNEY.” 


MAY BE OTHER PROSECUTIONS 


Magistrate Frank Hoffman w.'gi ar¬ 
rested by Detectives Ross and Zim- 
tnernvui yesterday afternoon on five 
warrants sworn out against him by the 
County Attorney. Joseph Selllgmun, 
four of which charge the Magistrate 
with converting money und one with 
false swearing. Magistrate Hoffman 
w'as later released on boi*l furnished 
by Gus Giebel. He declared that the 
steps against him had been taken out 
of personal spite, and that he w’ould 
easily disprove the charges. Mr. Sel- 
llgmart, on the other hand, says that 
there-ar© more warrants coming. 

The first four warrants charge the 
Magistrate with converting to his own 
use money held by him jus Justice of 
the Fence Ip case* before iilm; Twenty- 
flvtf dollars, the property of H. A. Rich¬ 
ardson; $104. the property of Isaac Ald¬ 
ridge; $88.76, the property of W. A. Ar¬ 
nold; $37.66, th»- property of A. M.’Link. 

The fifth charge made by Mr.jiSefiig- 
nmn la thnt Magistrate Hoffman “de¬ 
clared In the Quarterly Court that he 
had .paid over to one Cornell, plaintiff 
In litigation before him, all of tho 
money Involved in (he transaction, 
wiilctt statement the plaintiff. Cornell, 
and the County Attorney declare to be 
false.*’ 

• • • 

Inspired By Malice. Says Magistrate. 

In reply to the cluirges against him 
Magistrate Hoffman suld: 

“I Shall fight thpse charges to the fin¬ 
ish. This is a personal fight against 
me and Is Inspired by malice. I made it 
a rule In my court not to pay over any 
money until the sixty days during 
which an appeal from the decision may 
be taken have expired. This I do for 
my own protection, lest, if the decision 
be reversed by the higher court, I b? 
compelled to refund the money out of 
my owm pocket. 

“As to the Richardson case, an ap¬ 
peal was taken to the County Court, 
nnd when Richardson brings me the 
F'Mp frrrni the Judge I shall pay over 
tho money. In the Aldridge case an 
appeal was token fifty-two days nfttr 
Judgment was obtained In my court. 
AM ridge paid over the money cm a con¬ 
fessed judgment, and then the ca«e wua 
appealed. As for the Arnold case, 
whenever Arnold comes to my court 
and receipts my docked, he can get his 
money, but not otherwise. Link’s 
money will not be paJd to him until 
sixty days after December 12, 1907. 

“Several days ago Mr. ScJUgman sent 
for me and told me what he was going 
to doc I told him to go ahead :*nd| 
crack his whip, that 1 knew my rights 
and would look after my lmtere.-ts In 
the matter. I am the candy kid.” 

With this announcement, Magistrate 
Hoffman returned to the work of his 
court: nnd Detectives Robs nnd Zim¬ 
merman, who had come to serve the 
warrants upon him, remained in his of¬ 
fice un>tll h<* had finished h!s d >cket. 
Then they took him, to Central police 
station, where he* was ships! on five 
charges.

Boston, Dec. 26—The Arkwright 
Club, w'hlch represents the cotton mill 
Interrsts of New England, at a meet¬ 
ing here to-day, formally vot*>d to cur¬ 
tail prodruetlon 2C> per rent- between 
now and March 1, In order to relieve 
conditions in the cloth markets of New 
York, Chicago, Boston and other large 
centers. 

It was stated several day* agvi that 
a committee previously appointed by 
the club to canvass the situation among 
the mill* had found sufficient sentiment 
to Insure the success of the curtail¬ 
ment plan nnd that a restrict on of 
production was regarded as a certain¬ 
ty. The cotton mills of New England 
employ about 18G.000 person, under nor¬ 
mal conditions, and it is expected that 
at least 150,000 will be affected by the 
short time. The curtailment agreement 
became operatlve^o-day, although nu- 
rruraus mills hate been shut down 
srlnce Tue-ixlay nlxht. 

• • • 

Many Men Affected. 


Chicago. Dec. 26.—A sale of the prop, 
crtles of the North Chicago Street Rail- 
road Company, the West Chicago Street 
Railroad Company and the Chicago 
1 nlon Traction Company under a de¬ 
cree of foreclosure was ordered to-day 
by Federal Judge Peter S. Grosscup. 
The sale Is to hake place at nupn on 
January 25, 1968, at the south main en¬ 
trance of the county courthousi under 
the direction of H W. Bishop. was 
appointed a special commissioner. An 
order was also entered Instructing tho 
receivers of the property to execute to 
the Chicago Railways Company, tho 
holding company organized to take over 
the franchise voted by the City Council 
some months ago. a lease of all the 
line* of street railway operated by 
them. The lease is to expire February 
2. 1927.

New Company Only Bidder. 


When County Attorney Selllgmnn 
wtas asked about the matter and what 
he had to ray in reply to the MnglS* 
•trate’s statement he replied: 

“There is nothing the matter wltfi 
the Ftatement except that it is not true. 
Some of he cases In which the Magis¬ 
trate failed to have tthc money on hand 
were over sixty days; for Instance, the 
Arnold case and also the Richardson 
case. But that Is not the question at 
issue. 

“The charge is not whether or not 
Squire Hoffman kept th money longer 
than sixty days or whether or not he 
failed to turn it nv*r into the higher 
court. The question Is wheher he con¬ 
verted to hi* own use money which 
hud been placed In his court as a trus¬ 
tee. That he did so convert money Is 
evldenc*<l by the faot that when de¬ 
mand for it was made upon him he 
failed to have It on hand. In at least 
two of th? cases demands wtr« made 
upon him for line money and be refund 
to pay It over, admitting that he who 
broke. He ha** no right to g t broke 
on money that, belonged to hi* court. 

’’As for th^ choree of false swear¬ 
ing. It Is on record that Squire Hoff¬ 
man, In the ens*' of Cornell vcr«us Ald¬ 
ridge. filed affidavit that he bad pall to 
Cornell the money which the* Quarter¬ 
ly Court had ordered him t j pay. 
whereas we have affiiavits to prove 
thut he never did. 

“You may say that this Is only a 
starter. A number o f other Cases of a 
similar nature, but less than $20 have 
been brought to my attention, and all 
of them wilt be carefully Investigated. 
I hope that Bqulre Hoffman will be 
able to prove that he is not guilty, but 
I don’t believe he will.**

More than 80 per cent of the spin¬ 
dle* In New Bngland are represented 
In the agreement. The majority of the 
mills will run four days during Jim- 
uary and February, closing Thursday 
nights, thus Including Saturday, a 
short work day. In the shut-dow*n. Mills 
which have contracts calling for deliv¬ 
ery during the winter are at liberty to 
reduce their production 25 per *enit. 
pirtlally before Mnri.h 1. and the re¬ 
mainder after that day. The method 
of reducing Is left largely to the dls- 
cret’on of the managers. 

Acc*>rdmg to some of the officers of 
textile unions, the operatives prefer to 
work four days a week rather than be 
continuously Idle for a period of near¬ 
ly three weeks. 

The curtailment movement originat¬ 
ed in New York commission-hou* n, 
w'hlch feared a congestion of goods and 
falling prices in the spring If the 
mills continued to operate in full all 
winter. _ _

thousand nvts what Is due him a* an In¬ 
dividual. it was the ordinance of Feb¬ 
ruary last that made such a settlemen-t 
P«x*i®Lble. The extension ordinance of last 
September s^ved it from disaster. The 
agreement to-day practicaly closes K. 

Following the acceptance on Febru¬ 
ary 1 of the ordinance by w’hlch the 
Chicago Railways Company will como

NO LIGHT THROWN ON 

FELKER mystery yet 


VICTIM OF 3HOOTING IN SERI- 
OUS CONDITION. 


ALWAYS PEACEABLE MAN AND 
LIKELY AMBUSHED. 


POLICE WORKING ZEALOUSLY. 


The mystery surrounding the case or 
Isaac Felker. who was found with bul¬ 
let wound* in his hood and body early 
Wednesday morning, and whose con¬ 
dition, after an operation performed 
upon hts head at the City Hospital yes¬ 
terday morning, was pronounced to be 
ert'Ufl very critical, remains as much a 
mystery’ as before. CapL Wickham, of 
the Sixth police district, and two de- 
t^tivos have been assigned to the ca**. 
b* owing to Fedker'e? <Tltical condition 
«t%the hospital yesterday, no state¬ 
ment could be secured from him. and 
little light has been shed upon the 
ewe. 

Felker's slater, with whom he had 
been living at 2024 Ninth street, stated 
yesterday that he had always been s 
peaceful, harmless man, and that she 
could dream of no enemies who could 
have ambushed him. Nevertheless, the 
fact that there were three bullet 
wounds In his head and body—one of 
them a hole In the forehead, leading al¬ 
most to the brain—the theory' that 
Felkcr was struck by only stray shots 
oeetn.s to be untenable, and on ambush 
or shooting scrape seems the only 
plausible conclusion. 

To support this, however, there Is no 
positive evidence. When Felker left E. 
Bchar.ioin's saloon at Seventh and Jar¬ 
vis streets, he la known to have been 
more or lesr unsteady from drink, but 
It was said there yesterday that no 
difficulty of any sort had occurred 
there between him and anyone else. He 
was found only two or three short 
blocks away from the sn’oon half an 
hour later, and there to nothing to ac¬ 
count for what happened to him during 
those two periods of timo. 

Special details of police and detec¬ 
tives have been assigned to Investi¬ 
gate the case, and It is probable that a 
statement will be obtained from Felker 
ns soon as he recovers sufficiently from 
the effects of his operation. Last night 
he was said to be, while somewhat Im¬ 
proved. In a still very critical condi¬ 
tion, with slight chances of recovery. 

COAL SUPPLY5UFFICIENT 


Street Commissioner John O. Conklin, 
of New Albany, after several days* de¬ 
lay for vpuious reasons, put twu men 
from the street department of that city 
at work yesterday morning tearing up 
the track a of the New Albany street 
railway on East Market street, from 
Fourth to Thirteenth streets. The men 
were engaged In shoveling the earth 
and broken stone from the Hides of the 
truck at East Fourth and Market 
streets preparatory to lifting the rolls, 
but they had evidently not been work¬ 
ing very hard, as but little hud been 
dono when an application was Hied by 
the street railway company before 
Judge Utz. In the Floyd Circuit Court, 
asking that a restraining order be Is¬ 
sued against the city of New Albany to 
restrain that corporation from taking 
up the track. 

The writ was made returnable Janu¬ 
ary 13, when argument for a permanent 
Injunction will be heard. It was served 
by Sheriff SRtason on Mayor Best, who 
directed that the men quit work. They 
had taken up the dirt for about llfty 
feet when they were stopped. It Is not 
known what further action will be tak¬ 
en, but it Is freely predicted In New 
Albany that this action of the street 
railway company will end the matter, 
although some say that the city au¬ 
thorities ore not done yet. 

Orders were Issued by the Board of 
Public Works of New* Albany over a 
week ago to the Street Commissioner 
to take up the tracks If the railroad 
company did not do so within live days 
and that corporation W'aa notified of the 
action of the city authorities. Several 
■weeks ago a like order was Issued by 
the New Albany Common Council. The 
Board of Public Works has fixed upon 
five days in which the track was to 
be removed, the alternative being that 
It was to be tom up by the Street 
Commissioner at the expiration of that 
period. The time expired last Monday 
and Conklin was to have begun work on 
that day. but bad weather and lack of 
tools -was given as the reason for not 
commencing.

The 
steamer Pittsburg Is due Monday, while 
the Harry Brown Is expected later in 
the week. 

Most of the coal that hns come down 
the river recently has gone South uml 
part of the supply here 1 ms been taken 
into Southern markets, but this will be 
more than compensated by the consign¬ 
ments coming In. Five or six big tows 
are expected to arrive within the next 
ten days, w'hich, it Is thought, will be 
sufficient for nil present emergencies It 
was said yesterday at the offices of one 
of the large companies which ship coal 
up the river that there w*ns not too 
much oo:ti In Louisville, but enough for 
present u*v. While the miners ore cele¬ 
brating Christmas the mines will be 
closed dow n for at least a week. There 
aro no indications, according to the 
some authority, of any serious shortage 
and the market should run about the 
game that It has for the last three 
months.

noon while, according to the police, re¬ 
sisting- arrest, lie* with scarcely a 
chance to recover at University Ho*- 
pttal. Should the man die it I* likely 
that Pa»*wro|man Hepp will be called 
upon to explain fully the circumstance* 
which led to the shooting; and even 
now a partial Investigation has been 
made. 

Patrolmen Hepp and Flynn yeaterday 
».*rvt to Chief of Police Haager a state¬ 
ment or the disturbance which led to 
the shooting. According to this. 
policemen had earlier In the day found 
Britt and another negro named Bun*- 
dera making trouble bn the sum* ‘oof- 
ner saloon aC SevenLh and York streets, 
and had driven them off the corner. In 
the afternoon the patrolmen again 
yttased the comer and again found a 
crowd of negroes congregated there. 
They ordered the negroes to move 
away, they say. and Britt refused to 
do so. When placed under arrest he Is 
said to have resisted and to have 
fought furiously, drawing a knife and 
attempting to cut Hepp. The patrol¬ 
man says he Jumped back, drew’ and 
fired hia revolver In self-defense. 

The knife with which Britt Is said to 
have slashed at the pullc**men, the pa¬ 
per goes on to explain, was not se¬ 
cured. the negro having disposed of it 
In the grocery on the northwest corner 
of Seventh and York streets, whither 
he wo* carried after being shot, and 
the policemen being unable to find it. 
This and the fact that the bullet was 
found to have entered the side from the 
back, and to have plowed Its w-ay to 
the front of th^ body, are the only puz¬ 
zling points about the shooting. Pa¬ 
trolman Hepp explains the position of 
the wound by saying that the negro 
wheeled when he saw him draw’ hi* re¬ 
volver and that the bullet struck him 
while he was thus turned. 

Britt, the police say, was knowm as 
a dangen^us negro to arrest, having 
forced Corp. Michael Hogan to shoot
